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1. Twelve MIG I 5 Jet fighters arrived at the Lleske Airfield, near Welzow, on 

28 September .1953 • They are being sheltered temporarily in tents. The hangars 
are filled with ordinary propeller planes, mostly of the YAK type. A Soviet 
dlsc,lpllnary company is also stationed at the field. 

2. After the aompletlon of the new runway, nine Soviet TU 10 Jet bombers were stationed 
at the Senftenberg Airfield. These planes have not been .In Senftenberg since the 
end of September. 
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
